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January’s  Agricultural  Trade  Surplus 
Smaller  -  The  U.S.  agricultural  trade 
surplus  fell  again  in  January  by  18 
percent  to  $1 .6  billion,  largely  because 
of  reduced  exports.  However,  while 
down  from  November  and  December, 
January’s  agricultural  trade  surplus 
remained  relatively  high.  The  total 
cumulative  surplus  since  the  beginning 
of  fiscal  year  1 992  (October  1 991  - 
January  1 992)  was  the  highest  for  any  4 
consecutive  months  since  1984.  The 
October-January  surplus  totaled  $7.1 
billion,  up  from  $5.4  billion  a  year  earlier 
(table  3,  p.  7). 

January  Exports  Down;  October- 
January  Exports  Up  -  U.S.  agricultural 
exports  fell  in  January,  by  nearly  $250 
million  to  $3.6  billion.  Exports  of 
soybeans,  corn,  and  horticultural 
products  fell,  more  than  offsetting  gains 
in  wheat  and  cotton.  However,  exports 
were  above  January  1 991 ,  both  in  total 
and  for  most  products. 

Value  was  up  $440  million  from  $3.2 
billion  in  January  1991.  Cumulatively, 
exports  during  October-January  totaled 
$15  billion,  $2  billion  above  the  same  4 
months  a  year  ago.  This  was  the 
second  highest  October-January  total 
ever,  just  5  percent  below  fiscal  1 981  's 
$15.8  billion  peak. 

Soybeans  were  the  leading  export 
during  January  1992,  at  $442  million. 
However,  exports  slipped  $130  million 
below  December’s  strong  performance. 
The  United  States  has  had  a  larger 
share  of  world  trade  in  soybeans  and 
soybean  meal  this  year  following  last 
year’s  smaller  South  American  harvest. 
U.S.  soybean  exports  for  1992  ex¬ 
ceeded  year-ago  levels  for  both  the 
month  of  January  and  October- 
January’s  total.  On  an  October-January 
basis,  U.S.  soybean  and  soybean  meal 
exports  totaled  $750  million  above  a 
year  earlier. 

Wheat  exports  rose  $71  million  from  a 
month  earlier  as  export  volume  rebound¬ 
ed  and  prices  rose.  Export  volume  rose 
535,000  tons  to  3.6  million  tons  largely 
due  to  increased  exports  to  the  former 
USSR.  Wheat  has  comprised  a  higher 
proportion  of  the  United  States’ 


agricultural  exports  to  the  former  USSR 
during  fiscal  1992  than  has  been  typical 
since  the  early  1980's.  Higher  exports 
to  the  former  USSR  accounted  for  most 
of  the  6  million  ton  gain  in  wheat  exports 
during  the  first  four  months  of  fiscal 
1 992.  October-January  wheat  exports 
were  more  than  $676  million  above  the 
same  four  months  in  1 991 . 

Corn  exports,  down  $79  million  to  $284 
million  in  January,  fell  for  the  second 
consecutive  month.  Export  value  fell  as 
volume  dipped  to  2.5  million  tons,  its 
lowest  since  February  1987.  Cumulative 
exports  were  also  lower  compared  with 
October-January  1991.  Corn  exports 
have  been  lower  in  1 992  due  to  reduced 
sales  to  Eastern  Europe,  Mexico,  Korea, 
and  Egypt. 

Horticultural  exports  continued  declining 
in  January,  falling  $76  million  to  $634 
million.  Exports  fell  seasonally, 
approaching  their  typical  lull  between 
shipment  of  fall  harvested  crops-such 
as  apples-and  winter  harvested  crops 
such  as  grapefruit  and  winter  vegetables. 

Agricultural  Imports  Rose  - 

Agricultural  imports  rose  seasonally  to 
$2  billion,  a  3  percent  rise.  Meat  imports 
rose  the  most,  climbing  $51  million  to 
$243  million.  Coffee  and  cocoa  imports 
rose  and  shipments  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  were  seasonally  higher. 
Cumulatively,  imports  rose  $251  million 
during  the  first  4  months  of  fiscal  1992, 
reaching  $7.8  billion.  (Stephen 
MacDonald,  202-219-0822) 


Fiscal  1992  Export  Forecast  Raised 
to  $40  Billion  --  Exports  are  now 
expected  to  rise  $2.5  billion  from  fiscal 
1 991 ,  a  7  percent  gain.  Export  volume 
is  also  expected  to  rise,  climbing  5 
million  tons  to  134.5  million  tons.  The 
value  of  U.S.  grains  exports  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  rise  $800  million,  while 
exports  of  oilseeds  and  products  are 
expected  to  rise  $900  million.  Exports 
to  the  former  Soviet  Union  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  grow  from  $1 .8  billion  to  $2.5 
billion,  while  Japan  is  expected  to 
remain  the  largest  U.S.  market  at  $8 
billion.
